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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, 1 st pan 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

The specification fails to disclose what addressing information and trusted 
addressing information are. The specification further fails to disclose how the 
addressing information and the trusted addressing information are being used in 
session initiation. The specification fails to explain how an address (addressing 
information), which is required for session initiation, can be replaced by another address 
(trusted addressing information). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, 2 nd par. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

With respect to all independent claims, it is not clear what "session initiated with 
addressing information" means. It is not clear 1. what "addressing information" and 
"trusted "addressing information" are, 2. what they are addressing and 3. how they are 
related to session initiation. It is not seen how an address (addressing information), 
which is required for session initiation, can be replaced by another address (trusted 
addressing information). 

In claims 10 and 19, the term "capable" is vague and indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sanu (USP 
5,974,409). 
Sanu teaches: 
Claims 1,5, 10, 19, 23 

a method, comprising: 

receiving a request (see "request" in Iin14 of the abstract) to initiate a session; 
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determining whether the session should be initiated with addressing information 
provided by a client (determining whether there is an error, see line 15 of the abstract); 
and 

initiating the session with trusted addressing information corresponding to the 
client, in response to determining that the session should not be initiated with the 
addressing information provided by the client (see lines 14-16 of the abstract, rerouting 
the request if error is found). 
Claims 2-4, 8, 9, 13, 17, 20, 22, 26, 

The "wherein clauses" merely consist of non-functional descriptive material which 
are not related to the method steps recited in their parent claims. 
Claims 6, 15, 24, 

If no error is found, reroute is not necessary. 
Claim 14, 

Inherent, reroute address generator in Sanu. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 11, 12, 18, 21 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Sanu (USP 5,974,409) in view of Bommareddy (USP 6,880,809). 
Claims 11, 12, 18, 21,27 

No patentable weight is given to the label "a storage manager" because there is 
no storage management is recited. As to firewall, firewall is well known in network art. 
See the abstract of Bommareddy. Bommareddy teaches a firewall for providing secured 
communication between servers and clients. From the teaching of Bommareddy, it 
would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art to provide a firewall in 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 7, 16 and 25 appear contain patentable subject matter. However, no 
statement can be made as to whether or not they are allowable because of the Section 
112 Rejections.
